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Tuesday, May 2nd. 
E ran dowu the River 
Yarra from Melhourue, 
bound tor Lauiiceetou, 
Tuaniiiula, hi the pcitce 
rcaultine largely from n 
swoct oblivioji as lo what 
was going to Uaypeu in 
the oiicu sea wc wore ap- 
lirouekiiig. Let those of uiy young peo- 
ple who read these lines get a map of 
AuHlrati,n, uud look up Bass's StraitK, 
and ininginc, if Ihcy cnn, the plight in 
which wc found ourselves, when laauch- 
ed out ou the stormy deep iu that trou- 
bled passage. 

Tlic wind had been blowiug hard all 
(he iiioniing ; but Colonel Lawley (who 
reckons on being not only sea - 
hickiii.sB pTODf — whicii he huppily 
is — but wciitlicrwlso, wliicli, with 
due respect I submit he cer- 
tainly is not) had been endeavoring to 
calm our fears by prophesying that the 
wind was and would be from the laud 
nhen we passed through the Straits be- 
fore-mentioned. I don't know where the 
wind cninc from ; Imt, judging from 
niy feelings, it Bccined to come from 
I very possible point of the eompnss, and 
that if not at the same moment, anyivay 
in ()nlek siiceeiision. And right away 
till wc entered the river which leads np 
Iu Lniinccstou, it blew such n gale lis it 
has not been my lot to cnconnter for 
many n day, Happily, it was behind us; 
otiipiwisc wc should not, I fancy, IjBve 
reached our destiuntiou, during that day 
at least. 



Wednesday, 3i'd. 

About 10 we had a most cordial aad 
picturosiiiie I'ccoplioii ou the wharf. The 
olDwra were ranged in lines, the ham) 
played, the people ahontcd, the soldiers 
smiled — one of them dauccd — and the 
Moycr and priiieipnl meiubers of the 
City Council, on a small platforin erected 
for the piirpoae. bade me welcome. Mrs, 
Dr. Gratton GiunDcsEi, the diinghtei' of 
my old friends, Mr. and Mrs. Jteed, was 
waiting tor mo, and drove mo n]) to 
■\Iouia PlenHiint, one of the loveliest 
h|iotK to be found in .iiiy part of the 
iflobe, wJH!re Mrs. Heei-d gave me a 
si'C'oiid hearty reception. 

.'1 p.ia.— Oflleers* nioeliiig. I made Ihe 
bi'st use I could of the little time I iiad 
lit my ilisposnl to instnift and encourage 
i»y Tasniaiiinu conimili.s, niid, lo sonii' 
ivleiil. I lieli<'ve saeeeedcd. 

S p.iii,— Public ml'elill^' ni llic Albert 
Ilall— a really fine hall it is. holding over 
2.000 people. It WHS ci-owdeil, the lead- 
ing people of the city mid neigliborhuod 
being present. 

After the meeiiiiB 1 met tiie soldieTH, 
Hid a good niid nffcetioiiate liody of nn'ii 
and women in appearance they certninly 
were. I'roperly Iraincd and led Ihey 
ought to bn able tn move tlie wliole 
conntrv. It was almiit 11 o'clock when 
I reached Mniint Pleasnnt, and I was 
1 nily tired out.

Thiirsday, 4tb, 
10:I5~lt was with much fear and 
ti-cmbliiig that I agam boarded ibc now 
fniiioiis "Coogcc"— that is, famous to nic, 
Colonel Lawley and Brigadier Unsworlh, 
who formed iny atailf on this occasion. 
Uolli were quite cunlirient that there 
would be no repetition of the disagrci- 
able experience of the pievitius tri|). 
"The wind bad fallen ; tlii> rain would 
(aim the sea ; wo should be all rijfht," 
These were the opinions of my trnvelling 
Loiiipniiions I'cpciitcd over and over again. 
All was lovely during the four honra on 
the I'lvor, but I confess that I could not 
hut nppronch the open sea with fear and 
trembling, and tliia time things were 
i\orse than befort — worse, indeed, than I 
could have imagined possible. 

Oh. that was a night t Our Hteanicr. 
(onsidcring her sine, being only eight 
hundred tons burden, boliaved lis well as 
ilic could hnve been Miieeted to do, but 
tlint was not snyinj," wry much. Sonie- 
tlmea she wont upwards to the halgUta 
above, nnd sometimes downwards lo- 
wards the depths beneath ; then she 
went to the right hand and then to the 
left— port and starboard the sailors have 
It— and then she appeared to spin round 



again, while the sea ut iulci'vals lifted 
liLT screw right out of the water, nnd an 
it turned made every timber in her ti-cm- 
blc again, and as Brigadier Unswoitb 
put it, "seemed to scrape bis very back- 
bone." 

Bad as it was, however— and it eei-- 
taiuly was one of the most unpleasant 
experiences I have ever had ou the sen 
—it came to au cad, and by 8 o'clock the 
following moraing we were safe in Mel- 
bourne, and the little iiiconvcuien(>Gs wu 
had suHcred wei-c soon forgotten, or only 
remembered to add to our atock of sea- 
faring recollections. 

Friday, 5lh. 

Business of varioua descriptions occu- 
pied me during the moruiug. 

4 p.in^— Took the train for Adelaide. 
Commissioner Follnrd and Adjt. Barrett 
have ouce marc fallen into line, and arc 
both with me, the Commissioner having 
salUcicully recovered from bis accident 
to be able to limp along with the ns- 
siBtoncc of a wnlWug-stick, and the Ad- 
jatant having got out of the doctor's 
bands. 

At 10;45 a.m., after a night's rnu, wc 



We had a big audience in the uioruiiig, 
and were crowded afternoon and night. 
The meetings were mighty, and 103 came 
out to the Mercy Seat during the day, of 
whom 40 promised to become soldiers 
right away. 

Monday, Sth. 
We were in the Town Hall afternoon 
and night. It was not a good place for 
our kind of meetings, and at uigbt 1 felt 
about as had iu 'talking us I very well 
could. But wc got 41 to the pcnileul 
I'orm for the two mectiugs, uotwilli- 
stundini;. 

Tuesday, 9 lb. 

Ou the previous evening a note wtis 
handed to me irom Lord Tennysou, the 
rcceutly-appointcd Governor of South 
AuBtralla, inviting mc to either luncheou 
or tea, as moat couvcnicut lo me, at 
Governmcut House on the following day. 
My mectiugs prcveutcd either, but oat of 
respect for Authority, accompanied by 
the Commandant, I called this luorniug 
to pay my respects to His BxecUcney. 
Both Lord and Lady Tennyson received 
ns most cordially, and appeared much 
iutereated in the Social Operations of 
the Army, although His Lordship frankly 
admitted that he hud been much pniju- 
diecd against our work generally. He 
will uot be n very long time in South 
Australia, I fancy, before his views are 
very much modilicd. He could not very 
well have appeared more friendly tbau 
he did that morning. 

Had three good oflleers' meetings to- 
day. The one at uight, in which StnDF, 
I'icld and Locale were combined, was 
especially satisfactory. 

These meetings were held iu the hall 
of a really splendid pile of buildings 
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wore received at the Adelaide railway 
station by several Mcinhers of the Cab- 
inet, His Worship the Mayor of Ade- 
laide, and some of the leading men of 
the city. A Secretary of the Chief 
.Tufitlcc apologized for his not being alilc 
to meet mc, on account of ill-healtli. 
Soon after 11 I was comfortably lixcd 
up at Brigadier Glover's house, where I 
niu to stay. Seeing the representatives 
of the Press and other business fully 
ocenpicd me during the reniniudcr of the 
day. 

7:30 p, m,— Soldiers' meeting. This 
meeting was held in the Memorial Hnll. 
a building holding near one thousand 
people. It forms a part of a fine block 
of property, recently acquired by the 
Commandant on most fnvornblc fct-ma. 
Ill it there Is the hnll above referred to, 
(1 good-aljscd Junior barracks, offices lor 
the Chief Colonial and Divisional Offl- 
cers, quarters for two Captains, wliMe 
two large floors arc used as a Shelter, 
It is Eilnnted In the centre of the city, 
nnd was bought for £0,000. The original 
cost of the property must have bcru 
eonsidcrably over twice that amount. 
The soldiers' niecting was crowded by a 
number nt the Mercy Seat. 

Sunday 7th, 
11 n.ra.— The Exhibition BuHdintt, 
where we are to fight to-day, is a vor.v 
miioh smaller building than the nue licar- 
Ing the same name nt Melbourne. Still, 
It Ih a large hall, and will scat, I think, 
over three tlinnsand iieoplo with case. 



built tor and formerly used us a BiibIi- 
ruen's Club. They are now used us a 
Hcscue Home and Priaon-Gatc Brignile 
Home, with separate entrances. I shoutit 
think that nothing equal to it, need for 
the saiue purpose, exists in the Army. 
Of course, my personal acquaintaiiec 
with our Social properties is liniitpd, but 
thnt is my notion. 

Wednesday, lOtb, 
Oniccrs' lucctinu till 1 o'clock, and 
very busy all the afternoon and evening. 
8 p.m,— The Farewell Meeting for the 
visit took place in the E.\blbition Build- 
ing. For vniious rcasoni; there had been 
11 great shaking and fearing as to the 
niidieiicc. There were some other at- 
tractions in tlic city, and, moreover, it 
was the last day of Three Days' naeiiig. 
However, on reaching the building all 
our fears were at once dispelled, for a 
fine nnd enthusiastic crowd greeted ns, 
filling the whole place, with the estep- 
tioii of a corner Or two. 

Mr, Holder, the Bcerelnry •! the Treas- 
ury, presided. He was very cordial and 
the whole meeting was a siicccss. I 
made the best spcccli possible to me ; 
that is, I said the plainest and most 
useful things In the most interesting 
fashion within my ability. Everybody 
secnied pleased : the Commandant made 
some ver,v kind remarks abont bis father, 
nnd the work of the campaign, pledging 
himself, his wife, nnd Ills people lo act 
liiion the eonnsel I had given during the 
visit, and to "roll the old chariot along." 



I replied, assuring bim and all con- 
cerned of the wholc-hcurtcd coutidcuce 
with which I regarded his assurances, 
and of the gratitude I felt for all the 
progress that had been made durhig his 
command. And so closed the public ser- 
vices of this campaign. 



Thursday, lllh. 

ll;4t> a.m.— Left for the sLeuunji- which 
Is lo convey us to iiinrupc. The scud-oil 
wuB, bj- my reijuest, u very quiel one, 
only the Staa' UUIccrs who were ^villi u.s 
iu Adelaide uccumpauyiug us lo ihc ship. 
The cahiu, which is to be my olUco, 
study, stttiug-ruum aud bcdroum tor the 
next mouth, was sauvtilieU by a litilc 
iii-uycv uud suug, uud then wc parted. 
li-i-om the luuucb sounded, "God he witli 
yuu till we meet agiiiu," over the waicr.->, 
aud thcu fhaugiug iulo, "We'll march 
through the world with ihi; t'lre and the 
Blood," handkerchiefs were waved, aud 
volleys were lircd till she passed out uf 
sight. 

Taken altogether, this uampuigu haa 
been, I think, one of the most useful of 
my life. Ji'rom the bcginuiug lo the cud 
there has been a most remurkahle auU 
gratityiug desire ou the part of eveij 
olUeer, from the Couimauduut duivu- 
wurda, uud I might uluiost suy of every 
soldier who bus beeu within roach, lo 
realize the success ou which my heart 
was set, while more hcarly coopcraliou 
iu currying out the arraugemeuU re- 
iiuircd for such au immcuse uud couipli- 
culcU set ot ricrviccd could uot be de- 
sired. 

God bless my Auslraliuu comrades I 1 
leave them with u big cuulideuce Ibiit 
they are going to see greiiler lhiu(js tbuu 
ever. I kuow that the hearts of my 
precious sou uud bis wife are fully set 
upou carrying out my wishes ; aud ibc 
woudertul success of the past assures 
nic that the future is goiug to 1111 my 
soul with BUtis (action, whether 1 live I" 
see it ou earth or have it reported to uic 
iu heaven. 

Oue dark spot ou the horizon saddens 
iiiCi as wc steam awuy, uud that is the 
Commandant's benllh. He has, I fuur, 
never recovered from the heavy straiu ol 
his Canadian comniuad, uud the an.\i- 
eties and exiiniistiug fatigues connected 
with the heavy travellinjj, toils aud ad- 
vance ..made in Australia have told si ill 
further upon him. He ought to go asiili^ 
(or awhile— indued, for u long while— and 
have a complete rest. Auywit.v, I liavo 
iuiplored bim to slacken speed ittid give 
his jaded body nud mind a cliant-e of 
regaining ihut health and vigor wliii.li 
lias already proved so ^'ahlal>l(. In tin- 
world. 



Friday, 12tli. 

We are settling dowu in our new iiali- 
italiuii. My cabin is t-ooiiiy, aud suiliibli- 
liir llie varied kinds of work 1 hope to 
f-ee done ill it ; nitlier too forward in tin- 
vessel It may be, of which wc have al- 
i'i'iid.\ bei'U reminded by the slight pitetr 
lug iiKilloii tliut BO effectively aud iiii- 
pleasiiiitly iiustoiidies the nerved nnd lie 
wildei-s llic head. However, the position 
has oilier advautnge.'j, which go to coui- 
liensate for this : so we take the good 
with the ill, and arc content. 

Xoon.— A he.ivy sea has increased Ihe 
motion of the vessel. The Adjntaiit has 
alrendy succnmbod to his fate. He made 
a hurried retreat from the hiiichcou table 
at noon, but I did not nutieip.ite the i-eu- 
soii until I found him heljileiis in his 
berth. ConimlKaionor rolbird was not 
long nfter him. 

What a mystery this sca-siekness Is ! 
I would not eare so mucrli about it. truly 
as I syinpathizv wilh the sufferers, if it 
(lid not interfere so coiiwidei-nlilv wilh 
the regular course of work I have mapped 
out for this passage. But we will hope. 

Evening.— I had ii bud head iiiyself. 
However, I was able to go on trying to 
do souielliiiig, and hoping for l)et(er 
tilings to-uiorrow. 



S,-itnrday. 13tli. 

Beautiful weather ; indeed, everytliiiig 
would ho as ncreealile ns eoiild be" wish- 
ed, if these "lumps on the ocean," os 
Colonel Lawley describes them, could bi' 
siHOolhcd down so as to make our on- 
wnrd progress more rcBulnr, 

Cnpt. Loggin, the eninninnder. is re- 
ported ns a God-fearing man : iinyway. 
he hns conBiderahle respect for the Sal- 
vntioa Arni.v. It seems that liis actual 
knowlcdjie ot it is derived from measion- 
nl visits to Slierlnghani. where bis taiiiily 
ordlnority spend their sunimer holidiivs. 
The Salvation rishernien of that place 
would, I am sure, attract the atlenlioii 
of anyone. How much more would tliev 
lie likely to interest oar sailor Captain f 
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SoDdof, 14th. 

We entered the Fort of Albanf, West 
AuDtrilia, and sent hack from thence 
quite a hear; mail. 

The Sergt.-Major of the corps hrought 
me the pleasing intelligence that, since 
■nf flying Tiait, they biid had many souls, 
Eome being far away the higgest repro- 
bates in the place. He himself and his 
vlfe are ex-offlcers, and, although holding 
a good situation, want to offer them- 
selres again for the work. 

Received tetter from England contain- 
ing the customary budget of good Dews, 
for which I am rery thankful, hut, as 
usual, there is much that is very perplex- 
ing. The wheat and the tares still grow 
together, and will do, 1 faDcy, uniil the 
harrest. 

2:30 p. m.— We beared anchor and 
steered for the open sea ; 3,250 miles are 
before us ere we sight land again, and 
then, all well, we are to have a day or 
so with our dear comrades in Ceylon. 

Colonel Lawley was much Interested 
in some rock to be seen as the ship left 
Albany Harbor, of which the Captain 
had infornied him, and which bad lH>en 
named by him tthat is, the Captain) as 
"Generol Booth," from some fancied re- 
semblance which it happened to bear to 
me— my outward appearance I mean. 
Both the Colonel and the Commissioner 
were struck by the curious likeness when 
the rugged piece of granite came in view. 

Evening.— The pitching motion has 
been exchanged for what the Captain 
calls a gentle roll, which he says will 
probably last until we reach Colombo. 
This is very disappointing intelligence, 
as vre had reckoned on a smooth sea for 
at least this part of the passage. 

Sunday on a steamer at sea is usually 
a dry time for a Salvationist. Nobody 
seems to consider (hat they are under 
any obligation to be religious at sea ei- 
ther one day or another, and altbongb 
on these great ocean-going steamers there 
is usnally some sort of a religions service, 
yet it is so ont of keeping with the world- 
ly lives of those who take part in it. and 
so rapidiv hurried through, that to ns 
Salvationists it is a very nnsatisfactory 
business and although we contrive lo 
get a meeting of our own during the day 
in cue part of the vessel or auother, yet 
that is not much more than toleratwi ! 
nnywny we find it difficult to wind up 
with the penitent form. 

But Sunday in Port is more desolite 
still. It is all going off to the shore or 
coming bach to the ship, or receivlna or 
pointing letters, or something else. Ht- 
ligion has not the ghost of a chance. 
.Nobody could or wbuld settle down to 
that under such circumstances. 

I often wonder how ihe strong ohject- 
ora to doing a Snbbnth Day's .Toumi-y. 
selling the Wnr Cry for the purpose of 
pulling sinners out of the fire, 
manage to exist un these etennicr.i 
where everything i? subordinated 
to earthly busineas ond pushing abend on 
that as on other days. On one of my 
sea passuges I had with me a gentleman 
who had publicly and privately denounc- 
ed the sellins of the War Cry on Sunday. 
He reckoned it to be Sabhath lireakinc 
of a dangerous character, but, aithousb 
liis journov was for his own henlth and 
plensurp, I did not Bud that he bad madp 
one single objection to the steamer goine 
forward on the (Sabbath, or that be di- 
clincd the eating and drinking, or any- 
thing else that hod to do with hia com- 
fort, although it necessitated the hord 
and heavy toil of officers, engineerf. 
stokers, quartermasters, cooks, stewards 
and crew. This was, like many other 
tbln^CE connected with the critiei!<m of 
the Snl ration Arm.v. a mystery. Why it 
should be right to keep all these people 
at work to enable him to travel up and 
down the world for his pleasure, and yet 
should be wrong to sell the War Cry. 
full of salvation tidings to the ignorant 
and perishing. I onnnot understand. 

Evening.— The Rev. Mr. Champness 
and bis son. who arc on board, come in 
to prayers with us. and we had a re- 
freshing (season. 

Monday, IStb. 
The roll continaes, indeed, jrrows 
worse. Writing has been anything but 
an agreeable task to-day, still, I have 
managed to sit for eight hours In my 
cabin chair. But sleeping and eating are 
becoming increasingly difllcult— that is. 
to me. The general run of the passeng- 
ers don't seem to find it hinders in the 
latter business. 

Tuesday. ICth. 
The Tolling motion continues, the wind 
amonnting to quite a gale. Fortunately, 
It Is behind us, the ship's ofilcers nssnr- 
intt n» that If It were going the other 
way it would be quite a serious business. 



It is inffldently aeriona pdiv this way 
to iuake my head almoat unbearable. 
The weather grows warmer aa we near 
the tropica. I am still atrngglingwith my 
papers on "Eveir Day Bell^on," hat I 
must say that It requires a good deal of 
everyday patience to be atnpped op in 
this cabin, with every porthole doeed 
against the income of the Oasbing waves, 
which uofortimately meaos being closed 
against the fresh air also. 

Wednesday, 17th. 

The wind has gone down aomewhat. 
and, consequently, the sea is calmer aud 
the vessel steadier ; stiU, the ceaseless 
roll from side to aide continues. 

We are more than a thoiiund miles 
from Anstralia, and 1 must admit that 
I feel aa though I bad left a large part 
of my heart behind me. The reverence 
and respect shown me personally, and 
the sympathy roanifeated with my life a 
work, and with the worit of the Army 
in general, bos affected me deeply. I 
have been the more moved by the fact 
that these feelings have not been con- 
fined to any special class of people. As 1 
have rode through the streets, entered 
the crowded buildings, sat in the railway 
trains, walked the decks of the steamers, 
indeed, everywhere, I have met with 
great respect, I might say, admlratiou. 
It is, I know, the Army that has earned 
it, and to my derated comrades in Aus- 
tralia, and their leaders, and the world 
over, I want to acknowledge my indebt- 
edness. It is with them 1 share every 
mark of esteem that is given to me. 
God bless them ! and with every blessing 
necessary to the making of a hsppy, 
useful nation, may He hless my dear 
Australian comrades. That is the cry 
of my beart, and let all the people who 
read this, say. "Amen !"

Thrilling Stories of a Devoted Woman's 
Work in the Slums of London. 

-The announcement that Commissioner 
Evangeline Booth would apeak at the 
Dundas Street eentre Methodist Church 
last evening drew an audience that com- 
pletely filled the largk; church, many per- 
sona standing throughout the evening. 

The lecture in this city last evening 
wns Commissioner Booth's first appear- 
ance in I.ondon In the costume worn by 
her in her work among the poor of Lon- 
don, Bng. Sho wore a ragged plaid 
shawl over her shoulders, and crossed in 
front, and her fingers toyed with the 
frayed ends ns she spoke. A tora white 
apron half concealed a tattered gray 
ealtco dress, from beneath which peeped 
coarse broken shoe.'? Inccd with twine. 
Aside from its immaculate cleanness, the 
make-up was perfect, and would pass 
unchallenged in the most squalid court In 
Old London. 

On the platform with the Commission- 
er were Major and Mrs. Southall, En- 
sign Welch and Willie and Pearl, two 
pretty little mites, charges of Miss 
Booth's. Rev. Dr. Saunders, the pastor, 
opened the meeting with prayer. 

Major Southall spoke briefly, iuttoduc- 
ing Miss Booth, who wns here two years 
ago. 

MIbb Booth cnmc forward and song 
sweetly an old favorite Salvation Army 
hymn, aceompanyiag herself on an ac- 
cordion. Then iu a low, pleasant voice 
she began to apenk. Her work woii so 
well known that she needed uo apology 
for appearing hi that peculiar garb. 
Many people wanted to know how she 
was able to go into the blackest, foulest 
haunts of vice and crime and poverty in 
the world and win the confidence of the 
unhappy people who lived there. Those 
people hated with a hot, bitter hatred all 
who.'ie condition was happier and more 
prosperous than their own, and It was 
only hy means of such a dlsgni.so that 
they eonld be approached. As a foreign 
singing girl, or a water ores.'! girl, Com- 
missioner Booth was wont to go among 
them. 

The vital part of Miss Bootb'a lecture 
was in the narration of incidents of her 
work in the London slums. It would he 
impossible to reproduce Miss Booth's 
stories. She lived them over ngaln as 
she told them, And the audience saw 
them as if portrayed hy some great 
tragedienne. The sickening brutality, 
the woeful want, the bitter, burning 
shame and black despair on those lives 
came home to the listeners with fearful 
reality. And thcti the magic transform- 
ation wrought by the love and sympathy 
of one devoted woman was shown. 

At timca MlsR Booth's words Came in 
a torrent of passion and they seemed to 
choke and burn her ; again her speech 
wns filled with poetic fire, n» she turned 
for n moment from the blnck fonlncsa of 
sin to contemplate the beauties of nature 
with n poet's passionate love. There 
were fiashcB of playful humor, too, ns 
sunny and enrelcsa as a child's laughter. 
But through It all shone a beautiful, in- 
tense, devoted love and sympathy for the 
poor and the suffering. Love, sympathy, 
saerlfico and action— these were the keys, 
she said, which had opened to her the 
hearts of the criminal, the poor and the 
sorrowful. 

The entire lecture was Intensely Inter- 
esting, powerful and dramatic, and the 
'audience listened with almost breathless 
attention for two hours.

I MAY mention that, in 1800, I took to 
myself a partner to help luc light the 
rough battle ol lite ; for I have 
proved that it Is a rough battle when we 
are hghtlng tor the devil, although I 
never fought for him hulf so valiantly 
as some have, as ever since I lost my 
arm I have had a very great desire to 
bceonic a Christian, and to serve God 
with all my heart. But I could never 
find anyone to put me in the way to get 
salvation. I attended the Chureh of 
England as regularly as I could for 
eighteen years ; in 18G6, I was confirmed 
by the bishop. After my name was 
written in the bishop's book, my minister 
asked me once whether I would receive 
the sacrament or not, and I told hi in that 
I must stop and see how I shonld get on, 
and I have never heutd nuy more about 
it. But I did want to become a true 
child of God, and the Holy Spirit was 
continually striving with mo, only I hud 
no one to tell me of "the Lamb of God 
that toketh awny tlie sin of tlic world," 
Many time I have niiide up my mind tbut 
I would lead a new lite, hut as many I 
fell, because I was building on the sand, 
that is, I was trying in my own strcngtii, 
I rememher, about eight years ago, a 
nmn that I knew very well, died ; and 
ho said, before he died, that he had at: 
tended his church twice every Sunday 
tor forty ynnrs, "hut," said ho, "I am 
lost ) 1 am dnniucd for ever, iiml ihvre 
Is nothing hut bell before me !" He said 



ivrodg, which made me lose my temper, 
und very likely made me swear ; so, 
yon sec, I was as bad as ever again. 
Still I wanted to become a Christian. 

There were some men that passed my 
house to go to n chapel near where I 
lived at that time, and I kucw that they 
were good Chrlstinn meu, though they 
had been some of the very worst that 
could be found, years before, and I knew 
thut it the Lord bad changed them. He 
could chnnge me ; but the devil would 
uot let me ask them how I might he 
made as happy as they were. 

I must pass on now to Sundav, the 
27th of July, 1870, which w.is what is 
called Hospital Bimdny, when utter my 
wife and I had been to ohnrcli in the 
evening, and had been home and had 
supper, we were induced by sonie visitors 
to go to a public-honse nnd have a little 
beer. But it was the tianie with us as 
with BO mony, we had too much, I went 
home and went to bed ; but in the nigiit, 
in my sleep I saw fifty devils dancing 
around me, nnd one of them hcilt nie 
very badly. It woke me out of my sleep, 
and after I bad awaked, I felt that this 
devil was still heating me, I woke my 
wife, and was in such n state that I unl 
not know what to du with myself ; hut 
I said, by God's help, I will never touch 
any more beer ; and I uni happy to tell 
you that from that hour the Lord has 
kept me from the least desire for any- 
thing intoiicnting. I was tempted to 
have cider as I sat with tho.se who had 
it for dinner ', for though wo were not 
allowed cider in oi)r work, the master 
mostly gave those some who could not 
go home to dinner, and when 1 gnvo up 
driaking any, it made it worse for tin; 
rest, for the master would say, "It Tom

ClitCord Howard, in the July "Ladies' 
Home .Jourual," writes that the first 
eninp-mveting iu America was held on 
ilie hanks of the Muddy River, in Keu- 
tueky, in August, 1700, and was conduct- 
ed by the Alctiee brothers, two eloquent 
evangelists. •' It tasted for little moit- 
th<in a week," he states, " and the nov- 
elty or it uud the sueeess which attend- 
ed it were so marked that there rose on 
iuimudlute demand tor a continuance of 
this torui of worship. Accordingly, the 
meeting was immediately followed by a 
largo number of camp-meDtluga through- 
out the West. So greot was the interest 
they excited thot in some Instances n 
single meeting was attended by two or 
three thousand persons, resulting in the 
complete desertion of the neighboring 
towns and settlements for the time being. 
This first eamp-moetiug marked the be- 
ginning of revival of religion which 
assumed such propovtious and wiousUt 
such widespread good tbot it has passed 
into history os the 'Great Revival,* It 
was the reaction toUowiug the period of 
doubt and unbelief, and swept through 
the country in a glorious wave of tri- 
umph. The earlier eump-mcetings were 
not held under the auspices of any pur- 
tleulor denomination. People of all 
churches and nil phases of belief ul- 
tcndcd them uud took an interest In their 
nianagcmeut. Baptist, Presbyterian. 
Methodist and other ministers conducted 
the services. Denominational differences 
were cast flside. All churches were 
merged into one Iu the tide of revivalism. 
But nftcr the first excitement roused by 
the 'Great Bevlvnl' died away, this pai-- 
ticular form of worship beeamo 11 Meth- 
odist Institution. Ohtor denominations 
gruduully abandoned it and left It to the 
Methodists, who have maintained it to 
this day, oud continue to Ond In it u 
sonrce of gccd, and a no Ichb worthy 
menus of snlvntlon thnn on 'the oecaslou 
of its establishment one Inindrcd yeai'M 
ago."
